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SUMMARY OF EXCEPTION TO ANIMAL WELFARE ACT (AWA) 
STANDARDS 

The Animal Care Committee of the Massachusetts Eye & Ear Infirmary has approved an 
exception to AWA standards for a protocol involving water restriction in rhesus 
monkeys. Three rhesus monkeys are water restricted four days a week (Tuesday to 
Friday) where water is given as a reward during daily behavioral training sessions. The 
animals are provided with free access to water ad libitum on the remaining three days 
(Friday evening to Monday afternoon).
